—Another Meteor. 


About 10 o'clock Friday nli;ht a bril- 


liant meteor wan neen to erosn the lieiiv- 
vim, going in n southwesterly direction. 
1'ernoiis In till* city who imw il believeil 
that It cnuio to the enrlh somewhere 
near the. Oakland xclioul. They looked 
nlKiut thnt part of the city nnd made 
liHinlrlon them but could dlncover no 
trace of the meteor.

inu in Diicatur will remeiiiher the meteor 
which "lint across the Mississippi valley 
111 the early H'ventlcs.
